Weights for New Year’s Handi- 
cap to Be Announced 
Next Monday. 



TIAYAXA. Cuba. Decenilier 26. — W. C. Weant’s 
clever apprentice rider Chiavetta. who lias come to 
the front with rapid strides since tlie meeting b“- 
gun. added two more winning mounts to his credit 
when he won the first ra<*e with Buckhorn II. and 
the fourth with Magnet Land. He also finished sec- 
ond with Currency in the third race. Cilia vetta’s 
effort on Magnet Land was in u great measure re- 
K|M»!tsihle for the success of that three -year -old in 
what wa« the most pretentious offering of the day. 
Magnet Land was saved to the stretch and, respond- 
ing gamely when called on. quickly disposed of 
lairiut. the pacemaker, and under a powerful finish 
was drawing away at the end. 

The attendance was surprisingly large considering 
that yesterday was a holiday. The program was 
made up of a series of claiming races and heavily 
backed horses won most of them. The track was 
fast and the winners of the majority of the races 
hud something in reserve at the finish. 

I-egacy did nothing in the second race to warrant 
the support accorded him. while Bierman. which did 
not lack admirers, led all the way and held his 
opponents safe at all stages, finishing three lengths 
ahead of Deckhand, with Robert L. Owen securing 
I lie short end of the purse. 

The six-year-old mart* Sister Susie won her sec- 
ond straight victory of the meeting when she ac- 
counted for the ihird raee. Hhe was an odds-on 
favorite, displayed fine speed in setting the pace 
and held Currency safe when the latter threatened 
in the last eighth. 

The fifth race was a complex affair and anybody’s 
raee to the final eighth. Pollyainnn was the early 
IMtcemaker. but after leading to the far turn quit 
and dropped back to tin* rear. Sayeth then assumed 
the lead, but only held it briefly, as High Tide, 
after being cut off on the turn out of the back- 
stretch and pulled up. finished with rare courage 
and a grand burst of speed that landed him in front 
and gave him the race by three lengths. Burlin- 
game nosed out Lamp Post for second money, while 
Frederick Miller, the medium of a heavy plunge 
at post time, ran poorly all the way and never im- 
proved his position. 

CRACK FIELD IS ASSURED. 

The weights for the New Year’s Handicap, wbicli 
will be the second stake feature, to be run January 
1, 1920. will be announced on Monday next. Sec- 
retary Martin Xatlianson anticipates an unusually 
good field. Among the prospective starters are 
Cromwell. Orestes. Hank O’Duy. Grundy, Walnut 
Hall. Lackawanna. Diversion. Buford, Dick Wil- 
liams. Iolite. Berlin. Ellison and Legal. 

Trainer Hal Booker is bewailing his lack of fore- 
sight in not nominating tin* Janmicn stable’s crack 
two-year-old Fort Churchill for the ten thousand 
dollar Cuban Derby 4o be run on the closing day of 
the meeting. Fort Churchill is the colt that G. W. 
Wingfield once priced at $20,000, but who subse- 
cnently sold him for a much smaller amount with 
tlie belief that liis wind affection would impair his 
usefulness as a nicer. The colt started for the first 
time on Christmas Ihiy and won in hollow fashion, 
almost equaling the* track record. 

The Cuban government has tendered an offer for 
the nine-year-old Tokalon stallion Gordon Russell 
through judge C. J. Fitz Gerald. 

Jockey .1. G. Petz had his first mount at the meet- 
ing when he rode Robert L. Owen in the second 
race, but came to grief when lie was suspended for 
five days for rough riding and was blamed for the 
defeat of Legacy, which was the favorite. 

Orleans Girl refused to start in the third race an«l 
was placed on the schooling list, Homani was also 
added to the list. 

Until the last turn was reached in the opening 
race it appeared as if He’s a Bear would be re- 
turned an easy winner. He showed the most speed 
from the start, but was crowded back entering the 
homestretch, and then, tiring, dropped back. The 
winner turned up in Buckhorn II.. which, displaying 
sudden improvement, easily beat Steve and Major 
Bradley, the latter, however, lieing crowded back 
on the last turn when his chances for victory were 
good. 



But for the prowess of the good three -year -old Audacious the W. L. Schwartz stable would have 
fared poorly in the racing of 1919. About the time of his debut there were reports current that he was 
capable of coping with Sir Barton. Purchase and that kind. He was not. But he was a downright good 
colt notwithstanding, good enough for a stall in anybody’s stable. In respect to speed, his best record 
was when, at the Belmont Park fall meeting, he ran a mile in 1:36% and defeated Valor, Hollister, Pan- 
niuan. Jack Stuart. War Rocket and Blue Laddie. In the Montague Handicap at Jamaica, three-quarters 
of a mile, he carried equal weights with Hannibal, 127 pounds, and won in 1:12%, Toto, 10S pounds, 
finishing second and Hannibal third. Altogether, liis racing was such as to indicate lie will prove able to 
win a fair share of the handicaps of 1921). Next to him the filly Enfilade, a swift creature when fit, 
was the stable’s best winner, the others being unable to do anything calling for comment. The stable 
record was:

KENTUCKY RACING COMMISSION MEETS

of the Kentucky State Racing Commission, to b?

den home, near Versailles. It is stated in the call 
that the meeting is for the purtKise of taking action 
upon the report of the committee which was ap- 
|K>inted about a year ago to revise the rules of rac- 
ing, to adopt the commission's biannual report to 
the general assembly, which is to convene at Frank- 
fort January II. and to transact such other busi- 
ness as may <i*nie properly before it. No intimation 
has !>een given as to whether it is probable that 
the racing dates for the spring of 1920 will be 
fixed at this meeting, but it is likely that there 
will |w» some expression us to the added values to 
stakes and purses. 

Secretary Nuckols will leave here Sunday for 
New Orleans, where lie is to 1 m* one of the stewards 
at i he Business Men’s Racing Association meeting 
at the Fair Grounds.

SAN FRANCISCO. Cal.. December 21.— As In 
other parts of the world, the great sport of thor- 
oughbred racing is l>ooming in the Hawaiian Islands. 
Horsemen just returned from Uncle Sam’s 
“s(K*cks” on tlie Pacific say the people of the 
islands have gone wild over racing. Extensive 
plans are under way for the improvement of the 
plants at Honolulu. Hilo and on the island of 
Maui. A regular circuit will be established for 
the three race courses, with meetings liotli in winter 
and in summer. By reason of the remarkably balmy 
climate all the year round, racing edn go on at 
any time. Many of the well-known racing families 
of the United States are represented in the stock 
on the island, horses having been shipped down 
frequently in the last ten years. 

Tin* Parkers. Baldwins and other well-known 
residents of the territory maintain stud establish- 
ments on a large scale and their produce .are promi- 
nent at the picturesque race meetings given at 
intervals. The prosperity of the sport is indicated 
by the decision of the club at Honolulu to con- 
struct a concrete grandstand on a how* course re- 
cently selected. The Maui truck lias lieen with- 
out a grandstand, but a substantial structure will 
soon Ik* erected. A stand is not such a necessity 
at the island courses as in other countries, as the 
planters, merchants, plantation employes, cowboys 
and other racing enthusiasts come to the races in 
automobiles or horse driven vehicles and view tlie 
sport most of the time from their vehicles. The 
spirit of progress, however, has moved them to 
provide good seating accommodations. 

The next meeting oil the islands is scheduled for 
Maui. The tidy sum of $5,600 will be distributed 
on New Year’s day at the Kahnlui track. The 
Maui County Fair and Racing Association, in an- 
nouncing the meeting, said tlie big sum for purses 
was made i>ossible by the. voluntary subscriptions of 
individuals and firms of Maui who believe the 
islands should devtdop more* high-class hbrses for 
United States Army remount purposes and that 
racing is essential to that end. The progratn for 
tlie one -day meeting of twelve raeea provides for 
varied sport, as follows: 

First Raee — Three -qnar tors of a mile. Hawaiian 
bred, weight -for-age; purse, winner $250; second 
$ 100 . 

Second Race — Three-quarters of a mile, open, 
weight -for- age winner $250; second $100. 

Third Race — Mile, Japanese race; winner $350; 
second $150. 

Fourth Race — Mile and a half, open, weight- for- 
age: winner $1,000: second, $250. 

Fifth Race — Mile, Portuguese race; winner $500. 

Sixth Race — Five -eighths of a mile, open, weight - 
for-age: winner $250: second $50. 

Seventh Race — Mile, open, weight-for-age; win- 
ner $600; second $150. 

Eighth Race — Mile. Hawaiian bred, weight -for- 
age; winner $000; second $150. 

Ninth Race — Half mile, cowboys to ride; winner 
$250. 

Tenth Race — Mile and a -half, cowboys to ride; 
winner $250. 

Eleventh Race — Half mile, ponies, 14.3 and under; 
winner $75; second $25. 

Twelfth Race — Three -eighths of a mile, lgdies to 
ride: winner, a cup. 

Thirteenth Race — Half mile, mules; winner $75; 
second $25. 

Siieakers at the meeting of the Maui County Fair 
and Racing Association which decided to hold tin* 
race meeting said that if the importing and breed- 
ing of thoroughbreds was to be of permanent value 
to the islands the various communities would have 
to support racing, and as far as Maui was con- 
cerned they were sure the (»eople would give the 
heartiest kind of sup|K>rt. It was also urged that 
Futurity events he established in order that stand- 
ards could be kept up for the best interests of 
breeding. The purses offered are doqble those in 
the past. 

Hilo is planning a three days* meeting in June; 
Honolulu a four days’ meeting in July, and Maui 
probably will hold another meeting about that 
time. 

All the best horses in the islands are expected to 
be starters in the feature race at the Maui meeting, 
the mile and a half event, open to all comers. 

I John O’Rourke, a veteran horseman, who is here 
from Maui, said today the six -year-old bay gelding 
Robert Lee. a “native son” of California, is favor- 
ite for the raee. O’Rourke took the gelding to Maui 
I last year. Roliert Lee is by General Roberts — 
Princess, an d was bred at George M. Van Gordeu’s 
El Ri|M*so Ranch. Contra Costa County. 

O’Rourke lias taken over a uumber of shipments 
' of horses in the last fourteen years. In the old 
days of racing hereabouts he had The Fretter and 
other good racers.

Next year will see a return to tlie turf in all 
its pre-war activity of the “black, red cap” of 
Mr. J. B. Joel, whose breeding stud at Cbildwick 
Bury is at greater strength than ever, and if la* 
sold his yearlings privately during the war. a large 
proportion of them going to America, others re- 
mained at home, and Bright Folly stood high in 
rank among the best tw'o- year -olds this year. She 
impressed Lord Glunely so favorably that he made 
a big offer to buy the Childwick Burv vearlings en 
bloc this year. But the war is over, and Mr. 

Joel will return to the turf once more and w’ill 
start the new season with no fewer than twenty - 
nine two-year-olds, which is possibly a record for 
one owner. Seven of tlie youngsters have been 
placed under the charge of Charles Peck, not 
long since demobilized, who will make a fresh 
start as public trainer at Littleton, near Win- 
chester. at J. Arnold’s old quarters. Before he 
joined the army Peck was for many years private 
trainer for Mr. S. B. Joel, ami it is a little 
curious that he should make a fresh start in the 
service of his brother. He has few' superiors in 
the profession, and I trust lie will find a top 
sawyer among his yearlings, all of which are fil- 
lies. There is a chestnut by Sunstar. a brown by 
Black Jester — Lady Brilliant, a bay by Sunstar — 
Lady Villein, a bay by Black Jester— St. Olive, a 
bay by Sunstar— Signorina. another by the same 
sire — Swallowr, and yet another bay by Black Jester 
— Sturf light. 

REVIVAL OF THE LETC0MBE STABLE. 

Twenty -two yearlings have gone to Morton, who 
trained Sunstar, winner of the Two Thousand 
Guineas, Newmarket Stakes and Derby, the last 
on tliree legs, so that he could not stand a prepara- 
tion for the St. Leger, but went forthwith, to the 
stud. Two St. Leger winners w’ere trained for 
Mr. Joel in Your Majesty, which afterward went 
abroad, and Black Jester, an exceptionally handsome 
horse, wiiich bids fair to make a great name for 
himself at the stud. Jest and Princess Dorrie 
won the double event of One Thousand Guineas 
and Oaks, and other w'inners of the Epsom race 
were Our Lassie and Glass Doll. To these famous 
triumphs can be added others innumerable; there- 
fore it is not surprising that even after several 
years’ retirement Morton should have returned to 
his old quarters. The yearlings at Letcombe Regis 
are the finest band, perhaps, ever put into train- 
ing by one owner, and according to my information 
it would be difficult to fault any one of them, 
and all are highly -bred. There is a bay filly by 
Sunstar — Absurdity, a brown colt by Prince Pala- 
tine — Altair, a brown colt by Sunstar — Altovisear, 
a chestnut filly by Sunstar — Angelic, a bay filly 
by Sunstar — Baguino. a brown filly by lilac*? Jester

Seven Go Down in Defeat at 
Jefferson Park. 



Long-Priced Outsiders Take the 
Card, but None Without 
Having Their Backers. 



NEW ORLEANS, La.. December 26. — Today’s 
mediocre offering of races for platers brought in ‘its 
wake the downfall of the favorites in seven races, 
making the failure of fourteen choices in two days. 
This afternoon’s winners developed, in some in- 
stances. from the most unexpected quarters, but 
oddly enough support was plentiful for them, and 
the pair at longest odds that scored were lmcked 
Dewitt and Betty Curry. 

Tlie upsets were inaugurated with the overthrow 
of E. R. Bradley’s Riddledee in the initial race, 
which fell to Dolph after a hard drive to outstay 
Dewitt and Betty Curry. 

The Louisiana -owned field that made the contest 
in the second raee were a sorry band, with Sabre - 
lash an outstanding choice, lint any chance he might 
have had in the race was spoiled by the incom- 
petency of his rider. Wakoff. Meddling Miss, 

hacked from 30 to 1 to 20 to 1, was the victress 
here over another outsider. Frances Star, with 
Pluvfnda following the pair. 

Koh-i-Noor had the call over fourteen others that 
contested in the third ru«*e, but she was too sore 
to extend herself freely ami never figured seriously 
in tlie contest, the purse going to Shandon, which 
made a sensational stretch sprint to get up hi 
time to defeat My Grade, w'itli Mabel Trask just 
lasting for third place. 

Itainliow Girl displaced Sweeping Glance as fav- 
orite in the fourth race, but failed to beat the 
Lowe color carrid* to the finish. 

Harry Burgoyne nml Bon Trump, the latter a fast 
receding one. were held to have the fifth race be- 
tween them, but in tlie running Bon Tromp showed 
a lack of speed and the distance was a bit beyond 
Harry Burgoyne’s endurance at present, enabling 
Tailor Maid to win from the suddenly improved 
Jiffy. Coltiletti, who suspended riding folio wing 
his fall from Tailor Maid in her last start, when 
she furnished excitement for the crowd by beating 
Brcez'* out after covering the course riderless, again 
had the mount on her. but Ills next mount, on 
Mallowmot in the succeeding race, brought him a 
suspension for the remainder of the meeting on 
account of rough riding. He ent sharply across 
the others on the first turn and it secured him 
a good lead. Mallowmont. however, was not good 
enough to retain it and was beaten by Tit for Tat 
and Philistine. 

The inconsistent Chick Barkley was the favored 
one in the race and he ran poorly for the entire 
way . 

The final raee enabled Ornery, owned locally, to 
win from Rookery, with Benefactor tn third place, 
tlie favorite. Kentucky Boy, racing in bad form 
and never prominent. 

Jockeys Boyle and Lilley had a session witli the 
stewards before the racing anent rough riding and 
w'ere warned that an indulgence in this practice 
W'ould mean the revocation of their licenses. 

E. J. Callahan, the well-know’n eastern layer, was 
among the visitors today. He is en route to Cali- 
fornia. where he will spend the winter, returning 
later to Hot Springs for a sojourn there. 

Racing secretary McLennan announced today tlie 
entries to the $5,000 New Year’s Handicap, which 
features tlie opening day’s racing at the Fair 
Grounds. There w’ere thirty -tw’o nominations to it. 
including most of the best that will take port in 
winter racing here. Weights in the race will be 
announced Monday. The complete list of nomina- 
tions are: Jack Hart* Jr.. Sway. Courtship. Or- 
monda. Slippery Elm, Pickwick. Sailor, War God, 
Madge F., Woodtrap, Breeze, Sands of Pleasure.

Hunters in the Ozark region report a big migra- 
tory move by squirrels, supposed to come from the 
overflowed bottoms of northern Arkansas. The 
migration is tlie greatest, it is said, that has been 
known in the last twenty years. 

Heavy and continuous rains this fall in many of 
tlie Southern states have made the lowlands, when* 
quail are usually found, almost impassable. The 
birds, of course, have gone to the higher ground 
but even there the shooting will uot be found us 
satisfactory as in former years. 

Such a deer season as the one which has just 
closed has not lieen seen in Pennsylvania since the 
game laws were inaugurated. According to all re- 
ports, the kill of bucks will be over 2.500. and 
may run as high as 3.000. from 20 to 50 per cent 
over the highest previous records. 

Ten or fifteen Illinois farmers living between 
Patoka and Hazelton and representing about 3.000 
acres of farm land are investigating tlie chances of 
getting their land turned into a state game pre- 
serve. About one -fourth of the land is in timber 
ami conditions are said to be excellent for creating 
a state preserve in that section. 

A party of hunters in tlie vicinity of Moran. 
Mich., recently killed a deer that had no feet, to 
prevent it dying from starvation. Examination 
of tlie animal after it was killed showed that its 
f**et hail been burned off. no doubt in the forest 
fire which raged in that vicinity last summer. The 
neck and breast of the deer bad been worn bare of 
skin and flesli. even down to the bone, the result 
of the animal pushing itself along on the ground 
iu order to obtain food. 

Of the 1.650 tagged fish and turtles that were 
deposited in Lake Mendota, Madison, Wis., between 
April and October, for the puri»ose. of studying 
their growth and migratory habits, fifteen have 
ta*en caught by fishermen and returned. Although 
these experiments have not progressed far enough 
to arrive at definite conclusions, experience with 
rock bass indicate that they stay in the locality in 
which they are deimsited more than any other sia*- 
cies. Two turtles, also, that were tagged and placed 
in the lake t w* • years ago. were recently caught 
within one hundred yards of the pluee they were 
deposited .
